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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


It is a pleasure to submit the Annual Report of the Town 
of Hampden for the municipal year 1969. 


The following developments have had major effects on the 
recommended 1970 town budget. 


Benefits to recipients of Aid to Dependent Children were 
substantially increased retroactive to July 1, 1969. The new 
monthly payments commenced on January 1, 1970 and retro- 
active payments will be forwarded early this year. Hamp- 
den’s share of these increases necessitated doubling our usual 
appropriation to this account. However, the State Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare will assume the full cost of this 
program on January 1, 1971. 


The Public Utilities Commission approved rate increases 
for the Hampden Water District effective October 1, 1969. 
This action increased the annual cost of hydrant rentals by 
$6,000.00. Inasmuch as the 1969 appropriation did not in- 
clude any provision for this increase it is necessary to include 
the additional unpaid $2,030.58 in the 1970 budget to cover 
the period from October 1, 1969 to February 1, 1970. 


It appears that government regulations will prevent the 
town from borrowing tax anticipation money beyond its im- 
mediate needs. This will prohibit the town’s usual practice 
of reinvesting borrowed funds which in previous years re- 
duced the annual interest cost. The schedule of payments 
to S.A.D. No. 22 has been revised so that the first payment 
is now due on March 31st and will require borrowed funds 
for a longer period of time tending to further increase in- 
terest costs. 


The 104th legislature increased excise taxes by one mill 
for each one hundred dollars of factory list price which will 
result in additional funds to the town in 1970. The estimated 
increase has been applied to our Highway Department ap- 
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propriations and will serve to offset some of the above in- 
creases affecting property taxes. 

A cost of living wage increase for all full-time employees 
is included in the recommended departmental appropria- 
tions. 

The State Highway Department paved Route 1-A from 
the Coldbrook Road to the Bangor line and the full length 
of the Old County Road. This is a decided improvement to 
two of the town’s main thoroughfares. 

The Donated Commodity Program is now available to 
eligible residents of Hampden and is proving to be a worth- 
while service at very little cost to the town. 

The program of proper spacing of our street lights and 
updating the fixtures from incandescent to mercury vapor 
was continued on a small scale this year. Further improve- 
ments are planned for 1970. 

On February 1, 1970 the selectmen appointed Herbert 
L. Hanson single assessor for the town. He will serve in 
the same capacity for the town of Pittsfield and equally 
divide his time between the two communities. As soon as 
the assessor’s office hours in Hampden are established they 
will be publicized. 

The town maps have been completed and the contractor 
will update them to April 1, 1970. The real estate field work 
is practically finished and Jerome Knowles Associates are 
preparing property values. When completed each taxpayer 
. will receive a list of all real estate valuations. Shortly 
thereafter the appraisers will hold hearings for those who 
have questions or want explanations of their valuations. 

Activities of town departments, agencies and officers are 
included in the following pages of this report. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation for the co- 
operation of all town officials, employees and interested 
citizens during the past year.

ASSESSOR'S NOTICE 
To: All persons liable to taxation in the municipality of 
Hampden, Maine 


You are herewith directed, according to Title 36, Sec. 
706, M.R.S.A., to furnish the Municipal Assessor of the 
Town of Hampden, Maine a true and perfect list of all 
polls and estates, not by law exempt from taxation, of which 
you are possessed on the first day of April of this year. This 
list must be filed on or before the 20th day of April, 1970 
and in the case of a commercial interest should include the 
value of its average inventory for the year. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such 
list, he is thereby barred of his right to make application to 
the assessors, the Assessment Board of Review or the Courts 
for any abatement of his taxes, unless he furnihes such list 
with his application and satisfies them that he was unable to 
furnish it at the time appointed. 


NOTE! 


The above is a requirement of State Law. More than 
that, however, it is important that these lists be filed so that 
a more accurate assessment can be made. Properties, which 
have been sold or junked should be so noted on the list 
that they will not be taxed to the former owner. Additions 
or improvements to property should of course be listed. 


“Tax List” forms may be obtained at the town office al- 
though the “Lists” can be submitted on standard 9” by 11” 
typing paper. Taxpayer’s name, address and itemization of 
Real and Personal property should be included. Liability 
for payment of a poll tax (or exemption therefrom) should 
be noted and all dogs owned should be listed as to age and 
sex. A listing of specific personal properties subject to taxa- 
tion will be published in future releases to the local news- 


paper. 
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Several changes in the tax laws have been enacted re- 
cently which will be of interest to the taxpayer. T.V.’s and 
musical instruments are now exempt and need not be listed. 
Certain farm machinery (up to a value of $5,000) has been 
exempted and heads of households over certain ages can 
request a waiver of payment of any increase in property 
taxes on their homes. Veterans, widows, blind folks, men 
over 70 and others wishing to claim exemption under State 
Law must file a request and proof of entitlement prior to 
April 1 of the current year. Sno-mobiles will no longer be 
taxed on the municipal level (except as stock in trade) but 
will instead pay a fee to the Dept of Inland Fisheries and 
Game. 


If questions arise relative to property taxation, or if 
further information is desired, I shall be happy to attempt 
‘to provide the necessary information.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Service in Hampden 
for the year 1969 


Your public health nurse, a member of the Division of 
Public Health Nursing, provided your community with a 
generalized community nursing service. She gave care to in- 
dividuals in their homes, in state operated clinics and in other 
service settings. 


The nurse conferred with town officials, school personnel, 
and physicians, to promote and maintain health, prevent 
disease and give care to children with crippling conditions. 

The nurse admitted thirteen new individuals to public 


health nursing service. The patients were referred by the 
following:

AMBULANCE SERVICE 


In the twelve months ending February 1, 1970 the town 
ambulance responded to 94 calls. This total includes 31 calls 
for transportation of patients in neighboring towns. Most 
of the runs can be classified as emergencies although some 
are merely transportation cases. 


The ambulance crew has performed admirably and their 
loyalty should be a source of pride to the community. A 
review of those participating in this activity indicates that 
available personnel has decreased since the inception of the 
service. No request has been refused due to lack of attend- 
ants but more volunteers would give assurance that this 
would not happen. 


Again this year we owe the Fire Department Auxiliary 
our gratitude for the donation of a supply of inflatable plas- 
tic splints. These are necessary pieces of first aid equip- 
ment and have served their purpose on several occassions. 


Backboards for the proper handling of some patients were 
recently added to the ambulance, Our thanks to the Indus- 
trial Arts classes for Hampden Academy for construction of 
this needed equipment. 


It is not yet certain what effect the new ambulance licen- 
sing law will have on our operations. If their rules and reg- 
ulations are too strict they could seriously hamper: the serv- 
ice we have been giving. It appears that some form of train- 
ing will be required which could place a hardship on our 
volunteers because of limited time to participate in the neces- 
sary classes. 


A capital reserve fund has been set up for the eventual 
replacement of our present 1958 vehicle. It is hoped that 
we will be eligible for matching funds from the federal gov- 
ernment when we are in position to trade. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens of 
the Town of Hampden:

More than ever this Dept. has had an excessive number 
of hours of work per man.

The Narcotics are still here and the 
use of the hard drugs like L.S.D. are coming into use. The 
man power, etc., is 20 years behind time and if more help 
is not received soon we will be in for more troubles than 
ever. Crime is on the increase all over the country and we 
need to pick up our end to offset it. Safe Streets Act will 
allocate 60% of the cost. 


This Department sincerely appreciates the assistance re- 
ceived from citizens, Town Officials, Fire and Highway De- 
partments, other Local and State Law Enforcement bodies.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To all the Town Officials and the Citizens of the Town of 
Hampden: 


This is my twenty-third annual report for the Fire De- 
partment and is for the past year of 1969, during which 
time we had a total of 85 fires. 


Station No. 1 is still overcrowded with its five vehicles, 
but it has made things somewhat more convenient by swap- 
ping offices with the Police Dept. which gives the Police of- 
fice more room and the Dispatchers a view of the street, 
with a large window now in the front, which they never had 
before. Needless to say, they spend long hours on duty. 


Station No. 2, at West Hampden, has had another heat- 
ing unit installed which replaces the old unit that was in it 
for a great many years even when the building was down to 
the “Corner.” Engine No. 4, at West Hampden, needs to 
be retired and we hope that in the near future, that it can 
be replaced with a late model Tank Truck. We are taking 
steps in that direction at the present time. 


We have purchased considerable new equipment for the 
men this past year and are in very good shape for hose for 
the equipment and some to spare on the racks. 


We are anticipating a bad spring for grass fires, due to 
the mild winter and lack of snow. Please remember that 
everyone burning grass must have in their possession a per- 
mit to burn, issued at the main Station, after the snow has 
left.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During 1969 the Highway Department continued its pro- 
gram of improving town streets and roads. 


The reconstruction and drainage of Cottage Street was 
nearly completed. This summer the street will be properly 
graded and tarred. 


The tarring program could not be completed due to a 
total breakdown of the old street sweeper. The delay in ob- 
taining a replacement for this equipment and the unusual 
rainy fall weather prohibited continuance of tarring projects 
as planned. These streets and roads are scheduled for atten- 
tion this summer. Prior to the above problem new tar was 
applied to five streets and roads, seven were sealed and four 
were mulched. 


Town Road Improvement funds were used for the recon- 
struction of a section of the Emerson Mill and Paper Mill 
Roads. Money appropriated for State Aid road construction 
in 1968 and 1969 will be used along with State funds to re- 
build the Coldbrook Road from Route 1-A to Route 202. 


Resurfacing, grading and ditching of the Monroe Road 
is being carried out as planned. 


In 1969 a new Caterpillar loader was purchased to replace 
the 1963 loader. The 1965 G.M.C. truck with plow and 
sander should be replaced this year. In addition, a new 
gravel screen should be purchased to eliminate constant cost- 
ly repairs and downtime of the present equipment which is 
about ten years old. 


Although snow removal has not yet been a major prob- 
lem this winter the repairing of washouts, ditches and other 
drainage situations caused by unseasonable downpours has 
kept the highway crew very busy. 


A street and road program for 1970 is prepared. This pro- 
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gram will have to be reviewed in the spring and be subject 

to change due to heavy winter rains and frost conditions.

HAMPDEN RECREATION AREA REPORT 


The Coldbrook Stream Swimming Area located on the 
Paper Mill Road operated very successfully for an eight week 
period this past summer. 


William Read, Director and his staff were hampered con- 
siderably by damage to the temporary dam and other equip- 
ment by the unusually heavy rains. However, no serious 
closing of the area was experienced as the staff promptly 
remedied adverse conditions as they occurred. 


In addition to those who provided their own transportation 
approximately sixty children per day took advantage of the 
bus service. Our appreciation to S.A.D. No. 22 for furnish- 
ing a bus for this purpose. 


The staff continued its program of swimming lessons and 
life saving instructions which have been very popular for 
many town youngsters. 


Before the start of the 1970 program it will be necessary 
to replace the life guard stands, some sections of the tem- 
porary dam and some picnic tables. In addition the main 
building should receive at least one coat of paint. 


In order to complete the above replacements and repairs 
and pay salaries comparable to those in the immediate area 
the committee has requested an appropriation of $4,000.00. 


At the Whitcomb-Baker Recreation Area a fence was 
erected around the V.F.W. building and lot. The little league 
diamond was loamed and seeded and it is hoped the turf will 
be ready for the opening of the little league season. The 
Hampden Jaycees again provided the lighted skating rink 
for winter recreation. A planned program of expansion for 
this area is mapped out and it is hoped that a section can 
be developed each year until it is completed. 


It cost about $500.00 to erect the above fence and for 
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this reason the committee feels that an appropriation of 
$1,000.00 will cover the expansion program this year. 


The committee wishes to acknowledge with thanks the 
volunteer labor of those who participated in the work of 
constructing the little league field.

During the year the Industrial Development Committee 
held several meetings investigating possible methods of in- 
teresting suitable businesses and industries to locate in the 
Town of Hampden. Many approaches to such a program 
were considered and will be further discussed in order to 
determine the best solution. 

The Committee also participated in joint meetings with 
the Selectmen, Planning Board and Zoning Board to over- 
come problems relating to applicants for business establish- 
ments within the town. These were settled in a manner satis- 
factory to all parties. This same group met with a prospective 
developer of a garden industrial park. However, he has ap- 
parently lost interest or is postponing further action until a 
Jater date. 

A portion of the 1969 appropriation was used to purchase 
two pages in the Penobscot County promotional booklet 
which is widely circulated. 


Two new enterprises are welcome additions to the town. 

The West Hampden Country Club located on Route 9 
was completed during the summer. The complex includes a 
modern club house, golf course, dining, banquet and all 
other related facilities. 

Indoor Tennis is the latest addition to the Hampden In- 
dustrial Park. Its new building houses four double tennis 
courts and is the only operation of its type in this section 
of Maine.

An act enlarging the territorial limits of Hampden Water 
District and changing the time of election of trustees of 
Hampden Water District, was passed by the One Hundred 
and Fourth Legislature. 


This bill extends the districts boundary to encompass the 
complete Town of Hampden. It is the vehicle used in which 
all the people of Hampden will now be able to vote in the 
election for the trustees. Also the election can now be held 
with the annual election of the Town of Hampden officials. 


As so indicated in our last report the Maine Public Utili- 
ties Commission approved the new rate as prepared by Little, 
Gray, and Horton, This rate was put into effect on October 
1, 1969.

COMMENTS 


The decrease in your cash balance reflects expenditures 
from certain departmental balances carried forward from 
the prior year. In this category were unfinished projects al- 
ready authorized and financed requiring more time than 
one fiscal year of the town for completion. The $6,000.00 
carried forward for town mapping was entirely disbursed 
and $13,570.00 out of the $20,900.00 carried forward for 
revaluation was likewise expended. It was noted that the 
amount of uncollected taxes is substantially larger than one 
year ago and on the assumption that collections will pro- 
ceed normally, the cash position is viewed to be an improve- 
ment regardless of the mathematical difference. The gain 
in unappropriated surplus is somewhat comparable and is 
encouraging. It should be obvious that the need for a surplus 
is due to the period of time that municipal services are be- 
ing provided before the taxpayers are asked to pay for them. 


It is for the purpose of information only that the incidental 
account (under the heading of general government) has 
been separated to indicate what portion of the cash income 
is an allocation to the town from State collected revenue. It 
is obvious that such anticipated revenue is used to reduce 
the amount that the voters are asked to raise or appropri- 
ate for incidentals. In combination these two accounts show 
a healthy unexpended balance this year. 


The expenditures for long term debt service required a 
tax levy of $21,045.00 plus an appropriation from surplus 
of $4,000.00 to retire principals, plus an additional tax 
levy of $5,549.16 for interest. Due to current borrowing of 
$16,998.00 for the purchase of new equipment, the net re- 
duction of debt was only $8,047.00. These circumstances 
bear out the contention that debt creates debt and tends to 
restrict the creation of capital reserves which is a much less 
expensive means of providing for equipment.

SUBDIVISION ORDINANCE OF THE TOWN OF 
HAMPDEN 


An Ordinance Defining Subdivision: Requiring the Ap- 
proval of Any Subdivision By the Planning Board Before 
Permanent Work May Be Commenced, and Establishing Pro- 
cedures Therefor; Stating the Contents Required in Prelim- 
inary and Final Subdivision Plans; and Establishing Mini- 
mum Standards for Subdivision Design and Construction. 


Secton 1. Subdivision Plan to be Approved by Planning 
Board. No plans of a division of land within the municipal 
boundaries which would by state statute, constitute a sub- 
division shall be hereafter filed or recorded in the Penobscot 
County Registry of Deeds until a Final Plan thereof shall 
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have been approved by the Planning Board, in accordance 
with all of the requirements, design standards, and construc- 
tion specifications set forth in this ordinance, nor until such 
approval shall have been entered on such Final Plan by the 
Planning Board. 


Section 2. Preliminary and Final Plan Required. As to 
any intended division of land, there shall be prepared and 
submitted by the Subdivider to the Planning Board both a 
Preliminary Plan for study and if necessary, modification 
and a Final Plan. The Final Plan shall not be prepared un- 
til the Subdivider has received from the Planning Board writ- 
ten notice of a vote of a majority of the Board approving a 
Preliminary Plan of such subdivision. 


Section 3. No Permanent Work to Be Done Within Sub- 
division Without Planning Board Approval. No utility in- 
stallations, no construction of roads, and no construction of 
buildings shall be done on any part of the subdivision until a 
Final Plan of such subdivision shall have been duly prepared, 
submitted, reviewed, approved, and endorsed as provided in 
this ordinance, not until an attested copy of a Final Plan so 
approved and so endorsed has been duly recorded by the 
Subdivider in the Penobscot County Registry of Deeds. 


Section 4. The Preliminary Plan. Three prints of the 
Preliminary Plan, with scales of not less than 100 feet to the 
inch, shall be submitted by the Subdivider. The size shall 
be 24 inches by 30 inches maximum and shall contain the 
following information:

Lines and dimensions of lots; 


Topographic map if ground slope is more than 5 feet 
per 100 or less than 1 foot per 100. 


Section 5. Subdivider to Be Notified. The Planning Board 
shall notify the Subdivider in writing of the vote of the Board 
on each preliminary map, and of any conditions voted, and 
shall transmit to the Subdivider with the aforesaid notice, one 
copy of each drawing or data sheet approved, with the con- 
ditions, if any were voted, endorsed on each drawing or data 


sheet. 


Section 6. The Final Plan. The Final Plan submitted by 
the Subdivider shall consist of 3 prints and an inked cloth 
tracing which shall contain:

All the information required for a preliminary plan; 


Existing and final proposed lines of streets, ways, lots, 
easements and public or common areas within the sub- 
division; 

Sufficient data to determine the location, direction, 
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and length of every street and way line, lot line and 
boundary line, and to establish these lines on the 
ground; 


4. Profiles of the centerlines of proposed streets on sheets 
separate from the plan diagram, at a horizontal scale 
of one inch equals 40 feet and a vertical scale of one 
inch equals 4 feet, with all elevations referred to 
U.S.G.S. datum; 


5. Location of all permanent monuments, properly iden- 
tified as to whether existing or proposed; 


6. Suitable space to record, on the plan, final approval 
by the Planning Board, with conditions, if any, and 
also the date of such approval as follows:

Section 7. Accompanying Data. The Final Plan shall 
be accompanied by a statement from the Water District 
Superintendent of conditions on which the district will supply 
water, and approving the size and location of mains, valves, 
and hydrants proposed; and a statement from the Fire Chief 
approving the number, size and location of hydrants pro- 
posed. Actual installation of the hydrant is subject to ap- 
proval by the town meeting of rental charges. 


Section 8. Fee. A Fee of $25.00 plus $10.00 per acre 
for each acre or fraction thereof over 21% acres shall be sub- 
mitted with the Final Plan. 


Section 9. Performance Guaranty. As a condition pre- 
cedent to Final Approval of any subdivision, a performance 
guaranty to defray expenses involved shall be submitted with 
the Final Plan. 


A. Certified Check or Surety Bond. With his Final Plan 
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the Subdivider shall tender either a certified check payable 
to the Town of Hampden or a faithful performance bond 
running to the Town of Hampden and issued by a surety 
company acceptable to the Town Treasurer in an amount of 
mtoney to be determined by the Town Treasurer with the 
advice of the various town departments and agencies concern- 
ed. The check or bond shall be equal to the total of the costs 
of furnishing, installing, connecting, and completing all of the 
street grading, storm drainage and utilities specified in the 
Final Plan, conditioned on the completion of all such grad- 
ing, storm drainage, water main, fire hydrant, sewer, and 
street installations within one year from the date of such 
check or bond. 


B. Release of Check or Bond. Before voting to release 
such check or bond, the municipal officers shall determine to 
their satisfaction in part by written certification signed by 
the Town Treasurer and by the Planning Board Chairman, 
that there have been submitted to them by the Subdivider or 
his agent, written statements signed by: 


1. A registered professional engineer stating that the 
street and storm drainage have been constructed and 
completed in conformance with the Final Plan; that 
the sewerage or means of waste disposal have been 
constructed and are in place in conformance with the 
Final Plan. 


2. The Water District Superintendent stating that the 
water mains and hydrants, if any, have been installed 
and are in place in conformance with the Final Plan. 


3. A registered surveyor, paid for by the Subdivider, 
that all permanent bounds or monuments on street 
lines (and on lot lines, if any) have been installed 
and are accurately in place in the locations designed 
on the Final Plan. 


Section 10. Minimum Standards for Street Design and 
Construction. The design of streets shall provide for proper 
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projection of streets into adjacent unsubdivided and open 
land. Details of construction shall conform to the Street 
Ordinance of the Town of Hampden. 


Section 11. Easements. The Planning Board may re- 
quire easements for sewerage, drainage, and other utilities. 


Section 12. Public Open Space. The Planning Board 
may require dedication for park and playground purposes of 
not more than 5 per cent of the total land area of a subdiv- 
ision containing 20 acres or more at no cost to the Town of 
- Hampden. The location and extent of such park and play- 
ground areas, if any, shall be determined by mutual agree- 
ment between the subdivider and the Planning Board. 


Section 13. Water System. Town water mains with hy- 
drants, if any, shall be provided. A minimum of a 6 inch 
water main is required for all streets and shall be installed 
by the Hampden Water District with the initial expense to 
be borne by the Subdivider. 


Section 14. Sewer System. A properly designed on-site 
sewer system shall be developed in accordance with the 
Sewer Ordinance of the Town of Hampden. If town sewers 
are not available, approval by the State of Maine of the 
means of sewage disposal for the subdivision shall be re- 
quired. 


Section 15. Separability. If any provision of this ordin- 
ance is held to be invalid for any reason, such invalidity shall 
not affect the remaining provisions of the ordinance, which 
shall remain in full force and effect. 


Article 23. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to appoint a committee to investigate 
the desirability of a Council-Manager form of government 
and report to the next annual town meeting. 
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Notice is hereby given that new voters may register at 
the Town Office on March 16, 17 and 18 from 9:00 a.m. 
to 4:00 p.m. This registration is in preparation for the 
Annual Municipal Election to be held March 23, 1970.

LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


It is a pleasure to present the Annual Report of the 
Town of Hampden for the fiscal year ending January 31, 
1971. 


The torrential rains of February and March and the 
heavy snowfall in December resulted in a large overdraft 
in our Winter Roads Account. Fortunately, this was off- 
set by unexpended balances in other operating accounts. 
The United States government has approved disaster re- 
lief funds for part of the reconstruction costs of roads 
and bridges and are expected to reimburse the town with 
$3,641.48. Included in this amount was the construction of 
the Thomas Road bridge, repairs to the end of the dam 
at the Recreation Area and replacement of the roof on the 
salt shed. 


A satisfactory solid waste disposal area must be obtained 
as soon as possible. The present open burning dump is in a 
sad state with no room for expansion. 


This year’s budget consists of two appropriations. The 
first is to maintain the existing site for a short period of 
time and to properly close it by eliminating rodents and 
adequately covering the remaining solid waste. The other 
appropriation will be used for soil suitability studies and 
site location for a sanitary land fill area which, because of 
pending State legislation, appears to be the only logical so- 
lution to our solid waste disposal problems. 


Several town employees evidenced interest in the Maine 
State Retirement System. An actuarial study was obtained 
on the various methods of providing this plan. Subject to 
approval by the town meeting the selectmen have agreed 
to the basic retirement plan with a maximum of ten years 
past service. The retirement plan will cost the town about 
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$7,000 annually. Each employee was given a description 
of the plan with his cost and the benefits he would event- 
ually receive. Employees who accept the plan will not 
receive a wage increase this year but those who do not 
wish. to participate will be granted a five per cent increase. 
Employees will contribute five per cent of their gross 
wages to the plan for current services. In the event that 
an employee elects to join the plan after its effective date 
the town will not provide any past service benefits and all 
employees hired after this date must accept the plan and 
ail of its then existing provisions. 


Although the State will assume all benefits to Aid to De- 
pendent Children on January 1, 1971 we are advised that 
many payments made in 1970 have not been billed to the 
towns and that we should include approximately one-half 
of our 1970 costs in this year’s budget. This explains the 
continued appropriation in this account. 


Due to the past year’s experience it was necessary to 
increase the appropriation for town welfare. 


An office for the Assessor has been completed in the 
Town Hall where he and all property records will be 
permanently located in the near future. He plans to be 
in his office each Tuesday and Thursday and every other 
Friday. 

Town Road Improvement Funds were used for recon- 
struction of the Route 9 end of the Paper Mill Road. Pres- 
ent plans call for this year’s State allotment to be used for 
the continuation of this project. 


Replacement of highway equipment in 1970 included a 
gravel screen and a dump truck with sander. 


The Highway Department will continue its program of 
improving town streets and roads during 1971. 
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The following pages of this report contain the past 
year’s activities of town departments, agencies and officers. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to all town officers 
and officials, employees and interested citizens for their 
cooperation and assistance during the year.

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ASSESSOR'S NOTICE 


To: All persons liable to taxation in the municipality of 
Hampden, Maine 


You are herewith directed, according to Title 36, Sec. 
706, M.R.S.A., to furnish the Municipal Assessor of the 
Town of Hampden, Maine a true and perfect list of all 
polis and estates, not by law exempt from taxation, of which 
you are possessed on the first day of April of this year. This 
list must be filed on or before the 20th day of April, 1971 
and in the case of a commercial interest should include the 
value of its average inventory for the year. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such 
list, he is thereby barred of his right to make application to 
the assessors, the Assessment Board of Review or the Courts 
tor any abatement of his taxes, unless he furnishes such list 
with his application and satisfies them that he was unable 
to furnish it at the time appointed. 


NOTE! 
~The above is a requirement of State Law. More than 
that, however, it is important that these lists be filed so that 
a more accurate assessment can be made. Properies, which 
have been sold or junked should be so noted on the list 


that they will not be taxed to the former owner. Additions 
or improvements to property should of course be listed. 


It would be helpful if persons who* move would notify 
the town office of their new address. 


Young men attaining the age of 20 years prior to April 
1, 1971 should notify the town office so that their poll tax 
can be included in the commitment. 


Heads of households, of limited means and over certain 
ages, can request a waiver of payment of any increase in 
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property taxes on their homes. If a waiver has been grant- 
ed in the past, it is necessary to file a new one each year. 


Veterans, widows, blind folks and others wishing to 
claim a new exemption under State Law must file a request 
with proof of entitlement prior to April 1 of the current 
year. 


“Tax List” forms will be distributed where feasible. They 
will also be available at the town office. “Lists” may be filed 
on standard 9 by 11 paper but should contain the necessary 
information: name, address, itemization of Real and Per- 
sonal property, Poll tax status and a listing of all dogs own- 
ed by the taxpayer. 


If questions arise relative to property taxation, or if 
further information is desired, I shall be happy to attempt 
to provide the necessary information.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
MAINE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 


DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING, 
BUREAU OF HEALTH 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Service in 
Hampden in the year 1970 


Your public health nurse, a member of the Division of 
Public Health Nursing, gave community nursing service 
to the residents of Hampden. The service of the public 
health nurse was available to individuals and families who 
needed nursing care. Service was given to individuals and 
families in their homes, state operated clinics and other 
service settings. 


Thirty-four new cases were admitted to nursing care in 
the past year. Twenty-seven new cases were named con- 
tacts of tuberculosis and were discharged after the nurse 
skin-tested each person and found each reading negative, 
therefore, no need for further service. The following table 
presents the number of visits by type of case.

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Although the school is now served by Mrs. Luro, R.N., 
the public health nurse did plan and conduct some school 
activities during 1969-70 school year. The State Rubella 
Project, Health Officer, and your Public Health Nurse or- 
ganized and held a Rubella clinic for 664 students. Stu- 
dents in grades kindergarten through three received a pure- 
tone audiometer hearing test by the nurse. Eight children 
were found to have an apparent hearing problem. Seven 
of these children were seen by a private physician and one 
was referred to the Division of Child Health. 


The public health nurse consulted with your Local 
Health Officer, social workers and town officials to plan 
and to meet the needs of families.

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AMBULANCE SERVICE 


In the past year, we have had a 30 percent increase in 
calls over the previous year. 


125 calls 1970, as compared to 94 for 1969 
87 of these were local—38 were out of town. 
54 percent of the calls were during the daytime hours. 


January Ist, 1971 was the deadline on Ambulance licens- 
ing in the State of Maine. One of the requirements of the 
law is that, there shall be at least one licensed attendant in 
the ambulance on each call. Up to this time, we have not 
had to refuse a call, because of a lack of licensed attend- 
ants. However, most of our licensed men work out of town 
during the day, and this leaves us short-handed. 


It is our hope that, in the near future, another attend- 
ants course will be available. Any persons that are avail- 
able during the daytime hours, and that are interested in 
the ambulance service, should contact the Fire Department. 


A new oxygen supply tank and flow meter has been in- 
stalled as part of the requirements of the new law. Several 
other smaller items have also been added or improved. 


Replacement, this year, of our present ambulance is im- 
perative. This vehicle is in pood condition. It is 13 years 
old, and is beyond restoration. 


Our thanks go to the local and State Police for their co- 
operation and assistance. Also, we would like to express 
our appreciation, to those few citizens who have had 
enough interest to come in and inquire as to the special 
problems that have arisen, as we have taken on this rela- 
tively new public service. 
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For us to provide improved, and effective service to you, 
the residents of the Town of Hampden, your continued 
support is needed and is very much appreciated.

HAMPDEN RECREATION AREA REPORT 


This was an unusually hot, dry summer. The area was 
closed due to bad weather only one full day. Participation 
in both the morning and afternoon program was very good. 


The morning program consisted of the usual swimming 
lesson including life saving. In addition, both standard 
and advanced first aid were offered and certificates issued. 
This year the morning program was expanded to include 
arts, crafts, and storytelling. Mrs. Skarpin volunteered her 
tume to read to the children. A tetherball was added and 
became an immediate hit. 


More noticeable on Sunday, than any other day, was the 
influx of out-of-town residents. Perhaps a sign denoting — 
Facilities for Use by Town of Hampden Residents Only — 
would thwart most of the would-be free-use seekers. I am 
reluctant to recommend stickers because of the administra- 
tive cost involved. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR NEXT YEAR 


1, We will need four new picnic tables to replace those 
that have rotted out. 


2. One additional guard stand will be needed. At the end 
of the season we dismantled the one remaining old 
stand. 


3. Because of the distance, time, and the need to find a 
driver involved in getting the resuscitator to the area, 
it is recommended that a utility model should be 
purchased to have on base. 


To answer those who denounce the papermill road site; 
voting for a swimming pool is a popular thing, but the 
cost and the limitation should be considered. The paper- 
mill road site was inspected by a representative from the 
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State Parks Commissoners Office. He encouraged us to 
make an application for a Federal matching funds grant 
for development. 


RECREATION — WHITCOMB-BAKER PARK 


The Little League Field located adjacent to the Canoe 
Club Road which was completed in the fall of 1969 was 
used this year. Next spring we plan to install a permanent 
backstop and make other improvements to this field. 


The planned second ball diamond is laid out and the 
necessary fill is at the location to be leveled in preparation 
for a cover of loam and grass seed. 


Continued expansion of the park will progress as far as 
possible with the funds and volunteer help available.

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HAMPDEN WATER DISTRICT 


The year 1970 proved to be a quiet one for the Hampden 
Water District in regards to new installations. With the 
new home construction continuing to decline, only a total 
of 3 —34 services were added to the system. Also 1 — 6 
service and 1 — 2” service were added at the schools. 


Painting of the standpipe on the Kennebec Road was 
started July 28, at which time we experienced many prob- 
lems with the pressure on the Kennebec Road. This was 
corrected with the refilling of the tank on about the mid- 
dle of August. We wish to thank the people of this area for 
their patietnce and understanding, as this work had to be 
done at that time. The standpipe on the Old County Road, 
at this time, is in good condition and will not require 
painting for 3 to 5 years. 


In July we did a pilot test on the No. 2 well. This test 
was ran with a new chemical added to the water which 
was to clear up the iron and manganese in the water. At 
this time the water was discharged into the stream. The 
test did not prove to be successful so we are still unable 
to use this well. We are able to use the No. 1 well, as we 
have been all along.

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CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


In 1970 the Civil Defense program was not too active as 
far as training sessions go. However, we did participate in 
all of the emergency exercises set up by the state and 
county agencies. 


The weekly radiological monitoring reports were made 
to the county headquarters, alternating the radios, first 
using the one at the Fire Station then the one at the 
Weatherbee School. Both radios are in good working order. 


The emergency feeding unit was finished and is now 
being outfitted with utensils and other necessary equip- 
ment. 


Plans for the future call for a complete study of fallout 
protection in the town of Hampden, with emphasis being 
on protection in the home. Who knows how many shelters 
there are in Hampden? How would we deal with a sudden 
heavy fallout of radioactive material? Who would care for 
those contaminated? How could be know where help was 
needed without radio or telephone communications? Where 
are the trained personnel to handle these emergencies? 
At this time we do not have enough people trained and 
ready to react to an emergency. 


The are communications equipment, medical material 
and many other items available for emergency use. Also 
there are training programs in all phases of Civil Defense 
work so that we could more efficiently use these materials. 
BUT we must show an interest in setting up an efficient 


operational program before we can take advantage of these 
items. 


There are some who say who needs Civil Defense, what 
good is it; we will never be attacked. This is not positive 
thinking. Now I am not saying we-will be, but that it 
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could happen. And what about natural disasters such as 
fires, hurricanes, and floods. A well-trained and equipped 
Civil Defense organization could save many lives. This has 
been a proven fact in many communities. For instance the 
earthquake in Alaska, the floods in California, and more 
recently the earthquake in Califronia, these communities 
have received much assistance from local Civil Defense 
units. 

Let’s give our own Civil Defense organization a boost 
and get it functioning so that we too may take care of our 
own emergencies.

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COMMENTS 


A summary of departmental operations indicates un- 
expended balances that total $12,684.40 in contrast to over- 
drafts of $9,674.65, the latter including $5,381.37 for snow 
removal, $1,253.40 for charities and $1,204.23 for solid 
waste disposal. All of these items can safely be considered 
as difficult to contend with and loss was unavoidable under 
the prevailing circumstances. Despite these abnormal costs 
the unappropriated surplus gained to satisfactory extent, 
however, this gain is represented by increased receivables 
leaving the cash operating position practically unchanged. 


An improvement to the financial foundation of the Town 
appears in the retirement of $22,966.90 in long term debt 
in contrast to a new obligation in net amount of $7,000.00, 
fortunately payable over a three year period because of a 
6 percent interest rate. The cost of interest pertaining to 
long term notes totaled $5,342.54 and other interest 
$7,464.74. It was noted that tax anticipation loans were 
$305,000.00 in the current year in contrast to $400,- 
600.00 in the prior year. 


'. A constructive move has been made in the creation of 
Capital Reserves. Although modest in amount at present 
it is the recognition that other towns adopt this policy that 
makes it important. Entirely apart from monetary consid- 
eration of the present, there appears to be an undertone 
of consideration being given to the future instead of fol- 
lowing habits of the past.

Gentlemen: 


At the annual Town Meeting held in March, the follow- 
fing Article in the Town Warrant was approved by the 
voters: 


“To see if the town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to appoint a committee to investigate the de- 
sirability of a Council-Manager form of government and 
rcport to the next annual Town Meeting. 


The Selectmen appointed the following: Floyd Calder- 
wood, Rod Farnham, Searle Perry, Eugene Putnam and 
Ken Smith. Town Manager Lawrence Lynch, by virtue of 
his position, served as an ex-officio member. Farnham was 
elected Chairman of the Committee, and Lynch served as 
Secretary. 


The Committee held several meetings and came to the 
conclusion that the town should adopt a Manager-Council 
form of government for these reasons: 


1. This is a fast moving age and the Council would have 
authority to meet emergency situations without the 
necessity of calling for a special Town Meeting. 


2. Councilmen would become the elected representatives 
of the people and as such would have the authority to 
make the same decision ‘as the people now make at 
Town Meetings. 
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3. The Town Manager and Councilmen would have clear 
lines of authority thus avoiding possible conflicts. The 
Councilmen would make policy, and the Manager ad- 
minister the policy. 


As to disadvantages, the only one your Committee can 
think of is that the traditional Town Meeting would no 
longer be held. In our opinion, the disadvantage is strictly 
one of sentiment, and the reluctance to give up a tradition 
that has possibly outlived its usefulness. We do regret the 
general lack of interest shown in town affairs by our citi- 
zens. With approximately 2,000 registered voters, attend- 
ance at Town Meeting rarely exceeds 150 people, or less 
than 10 percent of the voters. 


Your appointed Committee can only recommend, and 
this we have done. We now would suggest that the Select- 
men move in the direction of implementing this report by: 


If the voters accept the Committee’s report, we suggest 
a Special Town Meeting be called, at which the voters 
would vote by Australian ballot on this question: Article 1. 
“Shall a Charter Commission be established for the pur- 
pose of establishing a Municipal Charter.” Article 2 would 
call for the election of six people to serve on the Charter 
Commission. In the event Article 1 was rejected those 
elected under Article 2 would not have any function to 
perform, and they would never serve as Charter Com- 
missioners.

MOBILEHOME ORDINANCE 
FOR THE 
TOWN OF HAMPDEN, MAINE 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS 
SECTION 1 — DEFINITIONS 


1. Mobilehome. Mobilehome shall mean a factory assem- 
bled, detached, residential dwelling unit suitable for year- 
round occupancy; conforming, except with respect to Section 
II thereof, to the provisions of the Town of Hampden Build- 
ing Code Ordinance, as amended; and designed to be trans- 
ported on the public tsreets and highways. 


2. Mobilehome Park. Mobilehome park shall mean a plot 

of groud having a minimum area of 12 acres and laid out 

in conformity with the provisions of this Ordinance to ac- 

commodate a minimum of 25 mobilehome spaces. 

3. Mobilehome Space. Mobilehome Space shall mean a 

_plot of ground within a mobilehome park designed for the 
accommodation of one occupied mobilehome. 


4. Trailer. Trailer shall mean a dwelling unit suitable for 
temporary occupancy and licensed to be transported on the 
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public streets and highways. A motor home, for the purpose 
of this ordinance, shall be defined as a trailer. 


5. Camping Ground. Camping Ground shall mean a par- 
cel of land so defined by the Zoning Ordinance of the Town 
of Hampden, as amended. 


6. Sectional Home. Sectional Home shall mean a factory 
assembled, detached residential dwelling unit suitable for 
year-round occupancy and conforming to the provisions of 
the Town of Hampden Building Code Ordinance. 


SECTION 2B — SECTIONAL HOMES 
EXEMPTED 


1. Sectional Homes shall not be required to conform to the 
provisions of this Ordinance, but shall be required to con- 
form to all other applicable codes, ordinances and regulations 
of the Town of Hampden and of the State of Maine. 


SECTION 2C — INDIVIDUAL. TRAILERS 
PROHIBITED 


1. Except as provided in Section 3, paragraph 3 of this 
Ordinance, no person shall maintain and occupy a trailer in 
the Town of Hampden in any location other than within a 
camping ground, nor shall any person maintain and ocupy a 
trailer in the Town of Hampden during the months of De- 
cember, January, February and March. 


SECTION 3 — PERMITS 
1. The annual cost of this permit shall be $100.00 


2. (2) The minimum number,, location and size of all 
mobilehome spaces. 


SECTION 8A — PROTECTIVE EQUIPMENT 
MINIMUM SERVICE ENTRANCE 


1, Each Mobilehome shall be provided with an approved 
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disconnecting device and current protective equipment. The 
minimum service entrance shall be 120/240 Volts AC 50 
Amps. 


SECTION 12 — MISCELLANEOUS PARK 
MANAGEMENT RESPONSIBILITIES 


1. The person to whom a permit for a mobilehome park 
is issued shall operate the park in compliance with this sec- 
tion, and shall provide adequate supervision to maintain the 
park, its facilities and equipment in good repair and in a 
clean and sanitary conditon. 


2. The park management shall notify park occupants of all 
applicable provisions of this section and inform them of their 
duties and responsibilities thereunder. 


3. The park management shall be responsible for the prop- 
er placement of each mobilehome on its mobilehome stand 
which includes securing its stability and installing all utility 
connections. The management shall also be responsible for 
the disconnection of all utilities prior to the departure of a 
mobilehome. 


4. The permit shall be conspicuously posted in the office of 
or on the premises of the mobilehome park at all times. 


5. The park management shall be responsible for notifying 
the Chief Assessor of the arrival or impending departure of 
any occupied mobilehome or change of ownership that oc- 
curs within the park. 


6. The park management shall maintain the entire park 
area free of dry brush, leaves, weeds and debris. 


7. All heating installations shall conform to the State of 
Maine oil burner installation code or applicable codes. 


8. No park shall permit the entrance of a mobilehome hav- 
ing evaporating type heating or cooking facilities without the 
approval of the Fire Chief. 
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SECTION 13 — RESPONSIBILITIES OF 
PARK OCCUPANTS 


1. The Park occupant shall comply with all applicable re- 
quirements of this section, and shall maintain his mobile- 
home lot, its facilities and equipment in good repair and in a 
clean and sanitary conditon. 


SECTION 14 — REVOCATION OF PERMIT 


1. The Building Inspector or the Fire Chief shall revoke 
any permit to maintain and operate a mobilehome park when 
the permittee has been found guilty by a court of competent 
jurisdiction of violating any provision of this section. After 
such conviction, the permit may be reissued if the circum- 
stances leading to conviction have been remedied and the 
park is being maintained and operated in full compliance 
with the law. 


Article 29. Shall an ordinance entitled “Zoning Ord- 
inance for the Town of Hampden, Maine December 1964, 
as amended” be revised by permitting a parcel of land to 
be classified as Business Zone. Said parcel of land extends 
along the Coldbrook Road from the existing Business Zone 
northeasterly to the existing Rural Zone, the new zone to 
extend on each side of the Coldbrook Road two hundred 
fect from the right of way line. 


Article 30. Shall an. ordinance entitled “Zoning Ord- 
inance for the Town of Hampden, Maine December 1964, 
as amended” be revised by permitting a parcel of land to 
be classified as Residential B. Said parcel of land is that 
portion of the Rural Zone that is bounded on the west by 
the existing Industrial Zone bordering the Bangor and 
Aroostook Railroad, on the north by Route 9 and by the 
existing Residential A Zone, on the east by the existing 
Residential A Zone bordering Route 1-A and on the south 
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by the existing Residental A Zone bordering the Kennebec 
Road and by the Kennebec Road itself; specifically except- 
ing however, from the above described area the existing In- 
dustrial Zone bounded on the west by S.A.D. 22, on the 
north by E. G. Baker, on the east by the old cemetery and 
Kenneth Newcomb and on the south by Heirs of Wilfred 
Rawcliffe. 


Notice is hereby given that new voters may register at 
the Town Office on March 15, 16 and 17 from 9:00 a.m. to 
4:00 p.m. This registration is in preparation for the Annual 
Municipal Election to be held March 22, 1971.
